Lonpoy, November 22.—Wild rumors 
about a fire at Windsor Castile were spread 
through the city yesterday evening and oe 
casioned no little excitement among the po 
lice and those always on the lookout for 
Fenian plots. One extraordinary story was 
to the effect that an attempt had been made 
to blow up the castie with dynamite, and the 
private apartments of the Queen had been 
completely destroyed. The Queen made the 
journey from Balmoral to Windsor 
yesterday,, and the fact that “ex. 
traordinary”’ precautions had been 
taken all along the route for her 
safety had been extensively advertised tended 
to make timid people suspicious that the of- 
ficials were guarding against some arranged 
Fenian conspiracy against the royal person. 
The fact is that the much advertised precau- 
tionary steps were but the usual measures 
taken for the Queen’s safety whenever her 
Majesty undertakes a journey of any length. 

THE FIRST NEWS OF THE FIRE 
came to London in the shape of ‘a bulletin 
dispatch stating that there was a fire at 
Windsor Castle. -This report was soon 
spread about in all directions, and in 
many cases ‘exaggerated with true genius, 
When the news attained its most! exagger- 
ated form one of the stories was that a dy- 
namite clock, which had been secreted in the 
castle, of course by Fenians, ¢aused an ex- 
plosion in the royal apartments at a time 
when it was calculated the Queen would*be 
enjoying repose. While these rumors al! de- 
stroyed the castle they strained curiosity by 
leaving the fate of the Queen undecided, 
The latest’ intelligence has, however, re 
lieved all anxiety. A fire occurred in a boat 
maker’s shopin Windsor, situated near the 
castle walls. -Before the engines could reach 
the place the 

FLAMES HAD FULL POSSESSION 
of the shop building. The wind at the time 
was strong, and was blowing in a direction 
straight from the shop towards the castle, 
carrying sparks and flaming embers, which 
flew over the palace. Some of the sparks 
fell upon the roof of the Royal Chapel of St, 
George, and, blazing there, produced a slight 
ignition. By this time ali the residents were 
out and mueh alarmed, and all sorts: of w _ pees 
Tumors Were oat. The fire ade and 
military I wever, gained com 
tery of the situation, the fire 
shop was, under control, and - 
sparks upon St. George’s Chapel were 
extinguished before they had gained any 
hold or done much harm. The latest dis- 
patches from Windsor state that the fire has 
made the Queen quite nervous. Her Majesty 
has not yet recovered from the exhaustion 
which followéd the injury to her knee last 
March, and is not yet able to go up or down 
stairs unaided. She did not exhibit any 
a'arm during the progress of the. fire, but 
since its extinction has been continuously 
sending messages of inquiry as to the con- 
dition of the Royal Fire Brigade.

HICKS PASHA’S ARMY. 


Completely Annihilated by th 
False Prophet's Forces. 


Battle—But One Man Escaped 
—The Franco-Chinese War—French Troops 
li—Lowell Elected Rector of St. Andrew’s 
University—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpox, November 22.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company, dated Cairo, 
at 8:25 this morning, says the army of Hicks 
Pasha has been destroyed by the forces of 
Ei Mahdi, the false prophet. Intelligence of 
the disaster was brotight to Khartoum by 4 
Coptic otticial, . The fighting is said to. have 
continued from the 34 to the 5th inst., and 
to have resulted in the complete annihila- 
tion of the Egyptian troops. It is stated 
that an European artist was the only person 
who escaped. 

The fofces of El Mahdi comprised, itis 
estimated, 300,000 men, and included der- 
mulattoes and regulars. 
The battle was fought near Ei Obeid. El 
Mahdi first sent forward the dervishes, de- 
claring that they would vanquish the enemy 
by divine aid. Subsequently the regulars 
joined in the attack, and later the engage- 
ment became general. The army of Hicks 
Pasha, which was early in the battle, was 
divided into two bodies, was subsequently 
reunited, and formed a square, which the 
forces of the False Prophet broke after 
three days’ desperate fighting. A council of 
ministers has been held, and it has been de- 
cided to conce. trate at Khartoum what 
Egyptian troops remain at Duem, Goba and 
other places in Soudan.

A Refusal to “Set ‘em Up” Caused a Desper- 
ate Altercation Between Two Negroes, One 


of Whom Dies of His Injuries. 


James Lincoln, colored, died this morning 
at the City Hospital of cuts and stabs re- 
ceived at the hands of Charles Williams, 
alias Scear-faced Charlie, whose reputation 
and character is a matter of dispute between 
himself and the police, About 3:30 o’clock 
on the afternoon of the 13th inst., Will- 
iams and Lincoln met at Seventh and Wash 
streets, and the latter suggested to the for- 
mer the idea of- treating. Williams 
agreed, and entertaining good feeling 
towards each other they adjourned to 
a saloon and had a drink. They left 


and started east on“*Wash street. What oc- 
curred then Williams only remains to tell, 
and according to his account Lincoln again 
asked fora drink. Williams refused and 
hot words were exchanged. Withina few 
moments two knives were flashing in the 
sunlight, anda minute latera negro much 
nearer dead than alive was carried ete! in 
a hoodlum wagon to the OW Hospital! 
where he died this morning. illiams es- 
ecaped through the crowd that soon 
gathered about the scene of the 
bloody encounter. Several colored 
people had: seen Williams in company 
with Lincoln, and his name was soon re- 
ported at the Third District Station. Officer 
Cassidy started out, and after a short search 
returned with his man. He acknowledged 
the cutting, and when reminded that Lin- 
coln might die he said that then he couldn't 
“get on the witness stand and swear to a lot 
of d d lies.” He was taken to the Dis- 
pensary, but escaped from there and was re- 
taken later. 

A WARRANT FOR ASSAULT TO KILL 
was sworn out to hold Williams on, and he 
was accordingly committed to jail. When 

reporter told him, this morning, 
that Lincoln had died, he _ received 
the information as a statement that 
in no degree interested or concerned 
him, but after talking over the matter and 
hearing incidental mention of the noose, gal- 
lows, execution and such words as would or- 
dinarily figure in aninterview with a mur- 
derer, Williams awoke tothe nature of his 
situation and soon evinced a keen Interest in 
the conversation and the details of tne 
death. When asked to give an account of 
the fatal affray, he said: 
“1’i] tell vouall about how it occurred, an 
want you to get me down right. I’m 
a hard-working man. I was going home 
from work on the 13th of this month. 
live on Thirteenth and Carr streets 
and I passed up by Seventh and Wash 
streets. At the corner I met this man, Lin- 
colu. He was a loafer and a buli-dozer. He 
didn’t work, and hash’t worked as long as I 
knew him. He just layed around those 
women in Clabber Alley and sponged for 
drinks. Well, he‘asked me if I'd set ’em up, 
and I said 1 would an’ he took a drink with 
me. We started to walk out east on Wash 
street,and Lincoin asked me to treat again, I 
said I wouldn’t do it, and be made 
some remark about me. I said 
didn’t have much money, an’ 1 was goin’ 
to take what I had home. Isaid Iwasa 
married man, and could not spend my money 
around town. He said something about this, 
tow, | disrecollect what it was, but the next 
thing 1 knew he pulled out his pocket-kuife, 
pulied the blade open and started at me. 
The first slash cut me on the chin. You can 
see it here.” Williams, in substantiation of 
his story, pointed out a sewed wound cov- 
ered with court-plaster. ‘The cut was about 
an ineh long and located on the left side of 
the jaw. 

‘“i ben he eut me on the left arm here just 
above the elbow. I hadn’t done a thing up 
to this, but then I pulled my pocket-knife 
from my pocket and Il own up I swung at 
himand cut him till he couldn’t cut me. 
That’s all there is to it.” 

“Where did vou cut him?” 

“T don’t know. Ll only know I cut him in 
the body.” 
“lLiow often?’ 
“I don’t know. I cut him till I hurt him 
so he couldn’t cut me, an’ as soon as he fell
